Two of them, the ones 
arrested, are said not to bear good 
reputations among the residents of 
the Italian colony on the West Side. 


A Fusilade of Shots. 


Antonio Matafiro, the murdered 


man,was at his boarding house kept 
by Guiatlni Wagostini, on Filth street 
Sunday afternoon. At about 2 o'clock 
Ralph Mastrini and Paul, Caro, who 
were in another house, sent another 
countryman to the Diagosttoo. house 
to request Matafiro to come up and

Witnesses told what they knew of 
the affair, which was not a great 
deal, as only the principals in tbe 
murder 
knew what the fight -was 


about. It is supposed, however, that 
the Italians quarrated over a woman, 
that source of most of the. fatalities 
occurring among this class of Ital- 
ians. It is also said that the men 
quarreled over a game of carde. 


Matafiro had been in this country^ 


tlie last time about three years, hav- 
ing lived here previously about five 
years. H« was a single man. The two 
other Italians have not been in this 
country, many years.

PAST TWO DAYS 


Italian Shoots Another on West Side; 
Sunday Afternoon 


Antonio Matafiro Assassinated by One of His Countrymen 
in Quarrel Alleged to Have Originated in Jealousy 
Over a Girl—Two Men Charged With The Crime Now 
• in Jail, One With a Bullet in His Leg-Negro Slashes a 
Telegraph Operator Across the Stomach at a Dance 
Near Cataract Saturday and is Lodged in Jail Here* 


WINBURNE LICENSE 


Two Applicants for the Hotel Privi­ 
lege in That Town. 


Judge Bell listened to argument In 
behalf of applicants for the liquor li­ 
cense for the Howe hotel at Wln- 
burne. The applicants are George A. 
Miller, of philipsburg, and Hagan & 
Earner, of Houtzdale. Both of these 
parties would like to run the hotel. 


A number of citizens of Winburne 
came into court and opposed the 
granting of any licenses in that town, 
declaring that there is no necessity 
for the sate of intoxicating 
drinks 
there and that Winburne has been a 
peaceful town during the closing

the bar at the Howe house. 


Judge Bell reserved his decision. 


Two men dead and three Ijcked up 
in cells in the county prisor are the 
results of another wave 
of crime 
which struck Clearfield cout-cy Satur­ 
day night and extended into Sunday 
afternoon. The first murder 
occur­ 
red near Cataract Saturday night. 
. The second murder took place on 
the .West Side Sunday afternoon, and 
three* Italians were 
concerned 
in 
this affair. The origin of the'trouble 
which resulted in this murder is at 
present unknown to the public, but 
may come out at the trial of the men 
accused of the assassination. All of 
the parties concerned in this tragedy 
are Italians. Two of them, the ones 
arrested, are said not to bear good 
reputations among the residents of 
the Italian colony on the West Side. 


A Fusilade of Shots. 


Antonio Matafiro, 
the' murdered 
man,was at his boarding house kept 
by Guiatini Diagostini, on Fifth street 
Sunday afternoon. At about 2 o'clock 
Ralph Mastrini and Paul (Caro, who 
were in another house, sent another 
countryman^ to the Diagostino. house 
to request Matafiro to come up and 
see them."' Matafiro 
went 
to the 
house and after being there a short 
time the three men went outside. In 
a few minutes a regular fusilade of 
shots were heard, and when those in 
the neighborhood rushed to the scene 
they found one man lying on the 
ground, while two others were run­ 
ning away. 


It was "found that the dying man 
was Matafiro, who had been shot, it 
is alleged, by Mastrini and Caro.

Witnesses told what they knew of 
the affair, which was not a great 
deal, as only the principals in the 
murder 
knew what the fight was 
about. It is supposed, however, that 
the Italians quarraled over a woman, 
that source of most of thea fatalities 
occurring among this class of Ital­ 
ians.
